Academic Senate Chairman Tom 
Donaldson is apparently a man who doesn’t 
believe in mincing words. He showed 
that rather conclusively Wednesday, dur- 
ing an Academic Senate meeting at 2 p.m, 
in the La Vista Room. Donaldson publicly 
blasted Sacramento State P resident Robert 
Johns for his extensive out-of-state 
travels, 

Donaldson declared, ‘‘Not only do I 
contest the quantity of his trips out of 
the state, but I also contest the quality.’’ 
He asserted that many of his colleagues 
feel as he does, that these trips are not 
entirely for the benefit of the college, 
but instead are utilized for the personal 
gain of Doctor Johns, ‘We are all aware 
of the extensive traveling of President 
Johns. Many of us are concerned that 
this travel is primarily for the further- 
ance of his personal career, rather than 
for the advancement of the college.’’ 

In accordance with this statement, 
Donaldson moved that the Senate urge 
the president to cut the administration 
travel budget in order to increase the 
money available for faculty travel. This 
would be done to allow professors to 
attend out-of-state professional meetings. 

The motion also incorporated a request 
that all travel funds be made a matter of 
public record, 

Discussion preceding the vote on the 
motion led to the suggestion that the 
recommendation be forwared to Doctor 
Johns for his comments, In addition, 
the Fiscal Affairs Committee was to be 
instructed to investigate exactly how the 
funds used by the president for out-of- 
state travel were spent. Donaldson had 
earlier questioned the manner in which 
President Johns traveled, saying that he 
disputed the need for the president to 
travel in the first-class section when 
fly ing. According to Donaldson, such 
accommodations might be ‘‘necessary 
for Doctor Johns,’’ but that they were 
“not necessary for the president of 
Sacramento State College.’’ 

It was generally agreed by the Senate 
members that the tentative 1969-70 allo- 
cations for the president’s out-of-state 
travel, $16,362, is disproportionate to the 
total instructors’ allocation of $18,100, 

The motion to review the travel fund- 
ing allocations was then passed by a vote 
of 35 to 0, with one abstention, 

In other actions at the meeting, the 
Senate moved to the question of the ethnic 
studies program, A project which has 
led to criticism of Johns in the past. 

Academic Vice-President Otto Butz 
Stated that the Fall of 1969 would mark 
the beginning of an Asian- American ethnic 
Studies program, with at least one upper 
division general education course, This 
plan had been proposed to Butz by a group 
of minority students, and, after nego-- 
tiations, ten positions had been agreed 
upon for the ethnic studies program

Vietnam: good teacher

When nationwide campus demonstrations were raging against 
military recruiters, liberal and right wing groups were calling for 
‘the right of free speech,’’ The idea was that all groups should be 
allowed to espouse their ideas peacefully, without interference, One 
was continually asked, ‘‘Wasn’t that what Berkeley (the FSM) was 
all about’?”’ 

On Wednesday, March 19th, the Marine Corps Recruiters set up 
shop in front of the cafeteria, Unlike previous days, however, some 
students espousing draft-resistance set up an information table nearby. 
There were no incidents between the Marines and the draft resistance 
groups. It was rather an Administrator’s dream-come-true. The 
Marines gave students their viewpoints, as did the draft-resistors, 
all without loudspeakers, riots, etc, To demonstrate their ‘‘pro- 
Americanism” the draft resistors played recordings of patriotic 
songs, This proved to be somewhat humorous, as among the songs 
was the National Anthem, during which the marines had to come to 
attention and salute. 

The day might have gone by without incident. It didn’t. Some 
individuals came by and tore down the draft resistor’s signs, which 
included such seditious slogans as ‘It’s three years in the marines, 
but only | 1/2 years in jail,’ The students at the table put their signs 
back up. The right-wingers tore them down, This was repeated 
several times, Finally, shouting his views, one of the demonstrators 
(yes Virginia, a right-wing demonstrator) finally mustered enough 
courage to end the Laurel-and-Hardyishness, A tall, husky, red- 
blooded male pushed a rather short draft-resistor. To many people’s 
surprise, the small draft resistor pushed the trcuble-making demor- 
strator back, This might have gone on, and become bloody, but some 
big males sympathetic to the smaller draft resistors came along, and 
this equalization cf strength put a stop to any further violence, at 
least immediately. 

Many of the smaller students in the crowd that had formed re- 
gardiess of their opinion, agitated for fights to break out, so their 
‘side’ could ‘‘cream”’ the other. 

Hey, isn’t that what the whole thing in Vietnam is supposed to be 
about? Have we learned so well from our parents and Presidents’ 
Violence, equalization of strength, escalation, Marvelous, An ‘‘A’’ 
in the course, Well done. Now, however, how about some thought, 
and then some thought about what we have been thinking about and 


talking about?

Until . I sat on the floor of a police van with my brother hand- 
cuffed, hanging onto my arm, still incoherent, screaming ‘I’m dead! 
I'm dead!"’ 

Until . . . I learned that one of his “friends” hadn’t bothered to 
stick around when the police showed up and the other refused to tell 
them what he'd taken or what had happened, 

Until . . I sat in a police station until 4:30 in the morning while 
he was booked, 

Until... [had to wait out the results of a court date. 


When will people begin to realize that these kids are not the causes 
of the problem, they are the victims. If Misterly and his band of 
‘“‘marauders’’ and other law enforcement agencies would lay off 
the kids who are victims and work on the sources, most of the problem 
would disappear. If there are no drugs to be had, then there can be 
no problem with drug usage.
